Two  returning  women  receive  Staton  award 


Purdue  Song  Co.  Vocal  Jazz/Showchoir, 
under  the  direction  of  Judy  Leslie,  will  be 
going  to  Washington  D.C.  to  take  part  in  a 
special  choral  festival  on  April  25  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Washington  Monument 
The  group  will  be  participating  in  America 
Sings,  a  unique  choral  festival  designed  to 
provide  young  performers  with  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  utilize  their  time  and  talents  to 
help  others.  The  students  from  Purdue 
Calumet  will  perform  along  with  more 
than  100  choirs  from  across  the  U.S.A.  in 
this  national  event  which  raises  funds  and 
goods  for  charities  which  assist  homeless 
children  in  America. 

During  the  day-long  festival,  the  choir 
will  perform  its  own  show  on  one  of  five 
stages  set  up  throughout  the  site.  The 
show  will  feature  “A  Medley  of  George, 
Gershwin  Favorites  Arranged  By  Mac 
Huff.”

time  at  PUC's  Gerontology  Center.  Her 
first  course  in  Women’s  Studies  was  ENGL 
232B,  International  Women’s  Literature, 
under  Professor  Jane  Campbell. 

Keim  commented,  “I  got  a  feeling  of 
coming  home  in  that  class  as  I  studied 
feminist  literature  and  came  to  know  other 
women  whose  experiences  paralleled  my 
own.” 

Speaks  is  double  majoring  in  Sociology 
and  Communications,  with  a  Minor  in 
Women’s  Studies.  She  works  part-time  as 
a  reader  in  Student  Support  Services.  Her 
first  Women’s  Studies  course  was  HIST 
365,  Women  in  America,  under  Professor, 


Miriam  Haron.  Haron  described  Speaks 
as,  “developing  an  enriched  sense  of  self- 
worth  and  self-esteem  through  this  and 
other  Women’s  Studies  courses.  Speaks 
stated,  “I  am  eager  to  share  what  I  am 
learning  with  every  woman  in  the  world 
and  call  her  my  sister.”

The  aftermath  of  last  week's  alleged 
abduction  has  left  PUC  students  with 
uneasy  feelings  about  their  own  safety. 
Perhaps  these  prescribed  uneasy  feelings 
are  not  a  negative  influence  though,  as  stu¬ 
dents,  male  and  female,  are  now  taking 
precautions  to  protect  themselves  as  a  result 

This  incident  has  brought  about  a  light 
of  awareness  to  faculty,  staff  and  student 
bodies  alike. 

An  awareness  program  for  women  was 
held  on  Monday,  March  20  which  offered 


subjects  such  as  assault  victim  counseling 
services,  self-defense  techniques,  Univer¬ 
sity  Police  involvement  in  promoting  a 
safer  campus,  and  the  intra-campus  escort 
service  now  offered  through  Student 
Government. 

The  awareness  program  consisted  of  Jane 
Shoup,  Department  of  Biology  and  coor¬ 
dinator  of  Women's  Studies,  introduc  ing 
each  guest  speaker.  She  said,  "This  pro¬ 


gram  was  put  together  hastily,  but  it  is 
important  to  let  people  know  about  dan¬ 
gerous  situations  and  how  to  avoid  them. 
This  presentation  will  be  very  informal  so 
feel  free  to  get  involved  at  any  time." 

Donna  Hillier  ,  a  Purdue  University 
Police  Officer  and  guest  presenter  said,  "I 
want  everyone  to  know  how  to  get  help  to 
prevent  dangerous  situations  and  assaults 
as  well  as  what  to  do  after  an  assault  has 


taken  place."  Hillier  presented  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  emergency  contact  phones 
including  the  fact  that  there  is  a  three 
second  delay  when  speaking.  She  also 
pointed  out  that  a  map  of  the  emergency 
phone  locations  are  available  at  the  Purdue 
Police  Department 

Detective  Linda  Lawson  of  the  Ham¬ 
mond  Police  Department  has  worked  with

April  22, 1970  was  going  to  be  a  special 
day  -  Earth  Day.  Earth  Day,  originally 
started  by  a  not-for-profit  youth  group  in 
Washington  D.C.  called  Environmental 
Action  Incorporated,  was  a  day  designed 
to  make  people  conscious  of  problems 
with  the  environment.  Problems  involv¬ 
ing  pollution  and  the  over-assumption  of 
natural  resources  were  some  of  the  sub¬ 
jects  under  focus. 

Approximately  10,000  educational  in¬ 
stitutions,  including  1,000  college  cam¬ 
puses,  had  s6me  kind  of  Earth  Day  activ¬ 


ity,  ranging  from  teach-ins  to  rallies  and 
“happenings.” 

Blossoming  into  a  nation-wide  fest  that 
first  year,  unfortunately.  Earth  Day  lost  its 
wide  spread  appeal,  until  1990  when  the 
whole  world  celebrated  Earth  Day  with  a 
vengeance. 

Now  in  1992,  the  student  organization 
Co-operative  for  Ethical  Living  (CEL) 
and  the  staff/faculty  Environmental  Af¬ 
fairs  Advisory  Committee  (EAAC)  have 
teamed  up  to  host  a  week  full  of  activities 
aimed  at  promoting  a  healthy  sense  of 
respect  for  the  planet.  “We  hope  to  keep 


the  message  of  conservation  and  anti-pol¬ 
lution  alive  by  celebrating  Earth  Week, 
April  20  to  26,”  said  Steve  Rodriguez, 
president  of  CEL. 

Representatives  from  area  recyclers  will 
be  on  hand  to  inform  people  about  recycling 
and  where  to  take  their  recyclable  items. 
McDaniel  Waste  Company  will  have  a 
recycling  display  set-up  in  the  concourse 
ofSFLC. 

“Raintree,”  a  local  health  food  store, 
will  have  a  booth  promoting  environmen¬ 
tally  friendly  and  healthful  products.  Sample 
products,  including  everyday  items  such 


as  toothpaste,  shampoos,  and  soaps,  from 
companies  that  make  cruelty-free,  envi¬ 
ronmentally  conscious  goods  will  be  avail¬ 
able.  CEL  will  sell  buttons  depicting  vari¬ 
ous  pro-earth  messages  during  the  week. 
In  addition,  a  basket  of  cruelty  free  envi¬ 
ronmentally  conscious  goods,  donated  by 
“Tom’s  of  Maine,”  will  be  given  away  in 
a  free  raffle. 

EAAC  is  sponsoring  a  poster  contest 
with  the  PUC  day  care  child-sn  as  the 
participants.

Coming  . . . . 


Purdue  Calumet  will  be¬ 
come  a  smoke-free 
campus,  effective  next  fall 
semester. 

This  action  follows  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  campus’ 
Wellness  Council  and  Environ¬ 
mental  Affairs  Advisory 
Committee,  which  surveyed 
faculty,  staff  and  students  last 
fall.  It  also  comes  on  the  heels  of 
similar  action  taken  on  other  col¬ 
lege  and  university  campuses 
nationwide,  including  sister  in¬ 
stitution  Indiana-Purdue  at  Ft. 
Wayne  and  neighboring  Notre 
Dame. 

Being  smoke-free  at  Purdue 
Calumet  means  that,  come  Aug. 
17,  smoking  no  longer  will  be 
permitted  in  university  build¬ 
ings  except  one  yet-to-be- 
designated  area  in  the  Student 
Faculty  Library  Center.  That 
area  will  be  determined  by  the 
Wellness  Council. 

Hence,  smoking  no  longer 
will  be  permitted  in  lounges,  rest 
rooms,  offices  or  other  indoor 
areas  of  choice. 

The  rationale  for  initiating  a 
smoke-free  campus  policy  is 
health-related.  Such  concerns, 
were  expressed  in  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  survey.  In  addition  to 
indisputable  evidence  linking 
the  harm  of  smoking  to  the 
health  of  smokers,  recent  Sur¬ 
geon  General  reports  indicate 
secondhand  smoke  can  be  a 
major  health  hazard — physical¬ 
ly  distressing,  too — to  non- 
smokers. 

This  policy,  consistent  with 
authority  granted  by  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly  in  its  1987 
adoption  of  the  Clean  Indoor  Air 
Law,  clearly  demonstrates  that

the  rights  of  non-smokers  to  a 
smoke-free  environment  al¬ 
ways  take  precedence  over  the 
desire  of  smokers  to  smoke. 

Our  campus’  Environmental 
Affairs  Advisory  Committee 
noted  the  following  in  a  recent 
communique  to  the  Wellness 
Council:  “...Although  the  En¬ 
vironmental  Affairs  Advisory 
Committee  (EAAC)  believes 
every  person  should  have  the 
right  to  smoke,  we  feel  that  the 
nonsmokers’  right  to  clean  air 
must  be  considered  first.  A 
smoker  can  go  into  any  room 
and,  with  one  cigarette,  nega¬ 
tively  effect  the  air  quality  for 
everyone.  This  tobacco  smoke  is 
breathed  (along  with  its  can¬ 
cerous  byproducts)  by  everyone, 
including  children  and  people 
with  respiratory  problems.  In¬ 
nocent  people  should  not  have  to 
subject  themselves  to  inhaling  a 
known  carcinogen  for  someone 
else’s  convenience.” 

Aside  from  its  immediate  im¬ 
pact,  the  new  policy  is  the  first 
step  in  the  establishment  of  a 
comprehensive  campus  well¬ 
ness  program  for  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  being 
developed  by  the  Wellness 
Council. 

Such  an  effort  will  include 
meaningful  and  extensive  “stop 
smoking”  educational  pro¬ 
grams,  plus  supervised  health 
and  fitness  activities,  utilizing 
the  Total  Fitness  Center  in  the 
Physical  Education  Recreation 
Building.  All  efforts  are  planned 
to  emphasize  the  importance  and 
positive  aspects  of  good  health 
and  fitness. 

More  details  are  forthcoming.

sex  crimes  in  the  past  and  offered  other 
valuable  information  related  to  the  law 
inforcement  aspects  of  assault.  Lawson 
commented, "Don't  be  afraid  to  get  a  good 
look  at  someone  you  suspect  may  be  trying 
to  hurt  you.  If  they  think  you  can  identify 
them  they  may  be  less  apt  to  attack  you.  If 
the  worst  happens  and  you  are  attacked, 
you  will  be  better  able  to  identify  them 
later.  If  you  think  someone  is  following 
you,  don't  be  afraid  to  tum  around  and 
eye’em  good!" 

Guest  speaker  Cindy  Hall,  a  senior  at 
Purdue  Calumet  and  an  advocate  for  self 
defense,  presented  a  demonstration  on  pro¬ 
tecting  oneself  and  avoiding  confronta¬ 
tions  by  presenting  oneself  in  a  confident 
manner. 

Hall  directed,  "Be  aware!  The  worst 
scenario  is  that  the  possible  victim  is  too 
comfortable  with  their  surroundings. 
Assaults  can  happen  anywhere  at  anytime. 
You  should  never  walk  alone.  If  you  are 
alone  and  you  think  someone  is  following 
you  or  you  just  feel  uncomfortable,  tum 
around  and  go  back.  Call  for  help  and 
always,  Be  aware  and  react!” 


Mike  Conn,  President  of  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment  said,  "Our  Student  escort  service 
will  be  avilable  at  ext.  2394,  or  989-2394, 
from  9  to  10  a.m.  until  around  9  to  10  p.m. 
If  there  is  no  answer,  call  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Police  or  the  call  may  be  forwarded. 
Also  be  aware  the  Purdue  Police  De¬ 
partment  has  always  offered  this  service, 
we  are  merely  a  student  extension  of  that 
service." 

Leo  Bryant,  Vice  Chancellor  Student 
Services,  stated, "As  a  representative  of 
the  Administration  I  am  very  upset  over 
what  has  occurred."  Bryant  went  on  to  say 
that  the  administration  wants  to  do 
whatever  it  can  and  added,  "Never  walk 
alone.  Emit  confidence  in  your  stride. 
Call  for  assistance.  I  am  here  to  get 
suggestions  as  to  how  we,  as  a  commu¬ 
nity,  can  protect  ourselves." 

Deborah  Wade,  Purdue  Calumet  Coun¬ 
seling  Center,  presented  information  on 
what  to  do  if  you  are  assaulted  or  raped. 
She  also  talked  about  the  Sl  Margaret 
Rape  Advocacy  Program.  Wade  said,  "If 
you  are  a  victim,  call  the  police  from  the 
scene  and  call  a  friend.  Get  help  right 
away."

sity  Police  from  the  general  public,  it  is 
important  that  everyone  remain  informed. 
In  order  to  enlighten  individuals,  concern¬ 
ing  the  topic  of  an  alleged  abduction/rape 
case,  which  began  on  Purdue  Calumet 
Property,  the  following  is  taken  from  a 
memo  from  Chief  G.  A.  Conor  to  all  staffs: 

The  victim  has  provided  a  more  com¬ 
plete  description  of  the  assailants  and  the 
vehicle  used  in  the  April  5  abduction. 

Suspected  Vehicle:  Late  70’s  to  early 
80’s  larger  size  4  door  General  Motors 
Vehicle  (IE;  Chevy,  Buick,  Cadillac, 
Oldsmobile),  dark  brown  or  maroon  in 
color  in  good  shape.  Vehicle  does  not 
have  a  hood  ornament  attached  to  the  front 
hood  and  dark  interior  inside.  There  are 
three  window  stickers  affixed  to  the  lower 
right  front  comer  of  the  front  windshield 
and  the  deck  at  the  rear  window  looks  like 
perforated  board  (which  could  be  “peg 
board”  material).  The  rear  license  plate 
location  is  above  the  rear  bumper.  We  do 
not  have  a  license  number. 

Suspect  descriptions: 

1)  Male,  Caucasian,  18-21  years  old, 
6’3",  slender  build.  Brown  hair  that  is 
short  on  the  sides  and  about  shoulder  length 
in  back  that  is  curled  or  penned.  Has  a 
small  scar  on  the  outer  comer  of  the  right 
eye,  and  has  brown  eyes.  Several  “pock” 
marks  described  on  his  face. 

2)  Male,  Black,  18-21  years  old,  5’  11", 
about  160  lbs  with  medium  dark  complex¬ 
ion  and  black  “Gerry  Curled”  hair,  wear¬ 
ing  a  braided  rope  gold  chain  with  a  gold 
medallion  on  it  around  his  neck. 


3)  Male,  Caucasian,  18-21  years  old, 
5’ 10”,  about  160  lbs,  blonde  hair,  and 
medium  build,  with  smaller  type  eyes  and 
a  shorter/broad  nose. 

4)  Male,  Caucasian,  18-21  years  old, 
6’0”,  medium  weight,  shorter  brown  hair 
with  a  darker  complexion. 

The  victim  has  stated  that  she  does  not 
believe  any  of  the  suspects  are 
students  at  Purdue  University  Calumet 

I  repeat  that  these  suspects  are  reported 
as  ARMED  and  NO  EFFORT  to  appre¬ 
hend  people  that  match  these  descriptions 
should  be  made.  Should  you  see  a  person 
or  vehicle  that  matches  the  description, 
CONTACT  THE  UNIVERSITY  POLICE 
IMMEDIATELY.  If  off  campus,  contact 
the  HAMMOND  or  GARY  POLICE. 

Anyone  noticing  any  suspicious  activity 
on  campus,  should  contact  the  university 
police  immediately  at  extension  2911.  For 
your  safety,  we  have  emergency  call  boxes 
installed  in  all  parking  areas.  These  yel¬ 
low  boxes,  attached  to  light  poles,  are  a 
direct  emergency  line  to  the  University 
Police  and  can  be  easily  spotted  in  the 
parking  areas  by  the  “red”  light  above 
them  during  hours  of  darkness.

Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  spring  199 1  issue  of  the  Oc¬ 
cupational  Outlook  Quarterly:  “Technol¬ 
ogy  will  continue  to  transform  the 
workplace,  eliminating  the  least-skilled 
jobs  and  demanding  ever  higher  levels  of 
communication,  mathematical  and  ana¬ 


lytical  skills.” 

Once  in  the  workplace,  keeping  pace 
with  one’s  cun-ent  or  future  job  is  like 
chasing  a  moving  target.  Continuing 
education,  whether  for  a  degree  or  for  skill 
enhancement,  supplies  an  edge  in  that 
chase. 

Lifelong  learners  do  not  accept  the  idea 
that  “I’ve  had  enough  education.”  In 
fact,  what  distinguishes  lifelong  learners 
is  their  dedication  to  keeping  current,  in¬ 
formed  and  broadly  educated. 

Employers  hiring  individuals  look  for 
this  spark,  this  determination  to  learn  no 
matter  what.  At  the  top  of  their  list  of 
positive  traits  is  flexibility  and  adaptabil¬ 
ity. 

No  wonder.  With  organizations  rede¬ 
fining  their  businesses  and  aligning  with 
new  partners  and  owners,  employees  have 
to  adjust,  learn  new  jobs  and  form  new 
alliances  themselves.

The  five  man  band  from 
California  seems  to  have  made  it  big,  al- 


trol,  Kinisons  sports  car  collided  with  a 
pick-up  truck  traveling  at  upwards  of  90 
miles  per  hour  while  the  truck  was  trying 
to  pass  another  vehicle. 

The  accident  littered  the  road  with  beer 
cans  that  reportedly  did  not  come  from 
Kinison’s  car. 

The  pick-up’s  driver  was  17  years  old 
and  was  arrested  for  vehicular  manslaugh¬ 
ter,  authorities  said. 

Sam  Kinison  had  acknowledged  drug, 
alcohol  and  weight  problems  but  said  he 
had  been  clean  for  a  year  since  checking 
into  The  Betty  Ford  Center. 

I  find  it  ironic  that  he  had  saved  his  own 
life  by  changing  his  life-style  only  to  have 
it  taken  away  by  someone  else  with  per¬ 
haps  some  of  the  same  problems. 

Kinison  was  bom  into  a  family  of  Pente¬ 
costal  Evangelical  preachers  in  Peoria,  EL. 
He  later  enrolled  at  the  Pinecrest  Bible 
Training  Center  in  upstate  New  York.  After 
the  death  of  his  father  in  1976  he  embarked 


most  by  accident. 

“Everything  About  You,”  their  first 
single,  is  heading  up  the  charts,  while  the 
video  for  the  song  has  been  among  the  top 
requests  on  MTV  the  past  few  weeks,  and 
for  a  while  was  number  one  on  the  MTV 
request  line.

The  Great  Chicago  Hood  para¬ 
lyzed  the  Loop  with  the  efficiency 
of  a  neutron  bomb,  halting  trading  at 
Chicago’s  financial  exchanges, 
closing  the  Art  Institute,  and  routing 
guests  from  The  Palmer  House  and 
bureaucrats  from  government 
offices.  It  was  simply  the  most 
startling  display  of  the  rot  and  decay 
that  plague  a  great  city’s  infrastruc¬ 
ture.

Somehow  I  can’t  imagine  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Emergency  Management 
Agency  dropping  any  low  cost  loans 
or  grants  their  way.  That  money  is 
earmarked  for  the  bankers,  building 
owners,  trading  corporations,  and 
other  swells  who  don’t  have  a 
problem  paying  an  electric  bill  or 
putting  food  on  the  family  table. 

The  working  stiff,  as  always,  is  on 
his/her  own. 

There  is  a  kind  of  poetic  justice  to 
all  this.  The  original  Mayor  Daley, 
Daley  the  Elder,  had  plans  for  the 
same  water-filled  tunnels  that 
plague  the  current  Mayor  Daley, 
Daley  the  Younger. 

Daley  the  Elder  wanted  to  fill  the 
tunnels;  not  with  concrete  or  brick, 
but  with  people.  He  had  made  alter¬ 
native  plans  to  entomb  those 
arrested  during  the  Days  of  Rage 
riots  and  festivities  in  the  same  coal 
tunnels  now  flooded  when  his  jails 
became  to  crowded.

again,  mom  says  supper  is  ready.  Son 
starts  to  dance,  mom  obliges.  Mom  is 
nervous,  son  says  relax.  Then,  mom  kisses 
son  passionately,  then  mom  and  son  make 
love.  Ring,  ding,  ding,  shock  value  alarm. 
Incest  is  written  all  over.  But,  what  do  we 
care?  They’re  supposed  to  be  creatures 
not  humans,  right? 

Then,  mom  is  hungry.  She  wants  abody 
of  a  young  woman.  So,  off  to  high  school 
the  son  goes  to  find  a  body  of  an  unsuspect¬ 
ing  victim,  Tanya  Robertson  (Madchen 
Amick). 

What  can  I  say?  The  performances  are 
■proper  for  the  plot.  Madchen  Amick’s 
beauty  strikes  a  strong  resemblance  to 
actress/model  Cindy  Crawford  and  Brian 
Kraus  is  perfect  as  a  sexy  vampire.  Alice 
Krige  is  excellent  as  mother  sleepwalker. 
She  is  at  once  helpless  and  powerful. 

This  is  a  film  with  a  lot  of  first  times. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  the  title  of  a  film 
has  its  screenwriter’s  name  plastered  with 
it  And  also,  this  is  the  first  time  Stephen 
King  wrote  a  screenplay  directly  for  a 
movie,  not  as  a  book  turned  into  screen¬ 
play. 

I  want  to  congratulate  this  film  for  being 
brave  in  tackling  incest,  a  theme  that’s 
considered  taboo  in  Hollywood  terms.  If  a 
film  as  courageous  as  this,  minus  the  spurt¬ 
ing  gobs  of  blood  and  “morphing”  effects 
(remember  Michael  Jackson’s  “Black  or 
White”  video,  where  a  man  transforms  to 
a  woman  and  vice  versa),  succeeds,  then 
the  industry  is  on  the  right  track. 

“Basic  Instinct”  (R) 

★★★ 

Bathed  in  amber  light,  sliding  over  one 
another’s  smooth  tan  bodies,  a  couple  is 
having  nasty  and  feverish  sex.  We  can’t 
see  their  faces  too  well.  The  woman,  a 
sexy  blond  with  silky-smooth  tan  skin  is 
on  top  of  the  man.  The  man,  looking  like 
an  Italian  stud,  seems  to  be  reaching  a 
loud,  sweaty,  gut-wrenching  climax,  from 
the  forceful  gyrations  of  the  curvacious 
blond.  Groaning  and  heavy  breathing  can 


be  heard  all  around  the  mirrored-wall  room. 
Then,  she  reaches  for  a  white,  silk  scarf 
and  ties  the  hand  of  the  man  on  the  head- 
board,  S  &  M  style.  More  groaning  and 
heavy  breathing.  Suddenly,  as  the  man  is 
about  to  explode  in  ecstasy,  the  woman 
produces  an  ice  pick  and  viciously  stabs 
the  man  in  his  upper  body,  again  and 
again,  sending  bright  gobs  of  blood  spurt¬ 
ing  everywhere. 

Dutch-bom  director  Paul  Verhoeven’s 
film  is  exactly  like  its  opening  scene.  Full 
of  well-choreographed  scenes  (sex  scenes 
especially)  and  beautifully-orchestrated 
shots,  and  yet,  it  leaves  the  audience  puzzled. 
It  seems  like  good  intentions  are  not  enough 
to  make  this  film  sizzle. 

“Basic  Instinct”  stars  Michael  Douglas 
as  Nick  Curran,  a  jaded  cop  who  acciden¬ 
tally  killed  two  tourists  in  a  shoot-out,  and 
is  a  former  alcoholic  and  coke  fiend.  He 
interrogates  Catherine  Trammel  (Sharon 
Stone),  who’ s  been  regularly  sleeping  with 
the  former  rock  star  who  just  got  killed  in 
the  opening  scene. 

The  film  shines  everytime  Stone  is  on 
the  screen.  Her  beauty,  a  cross  between 
Madonna  and  Annette  Bening,  glows  in 
each  scene  she’s  in.  Her  performance  as  a 
bisexual  ice  princess,  is  both  humorous 
and  intriguing. 

In  one  of  the  film ’s  best  scene,  Catherine 
teases  Nick  during  an  interrogation  at  the 
police  station.  She  tosses  out  dirty  com¬ 
ments  (“I’m  not  wearing  an  underwear”), 
and  uncrosses  her  legs  to  reveal  her  point. 
Which,  needless  to  say,  titillates  sexual 
glands  of  Nick  and  the  other  men. 

Catherine  is  the  prime  suspect  because  it 
turns  out  that  she  has  recently  published  a 
novel  about  a  rock  star  who  was  bound 
during  sex  and  murdered  with  an  ice  pick. 
The  question  remains:  is  she  the  killer  or  is 
somebody  trying  to  frame  her? 

These  questions  intrigue  Nick  even  though 
he’s  having  sex  with  Catherine.  The  two 
develop  a  love-lust  relationship  that  is 
running  on  the  edge  of  death  and  mystery.

This  romance  is  reminiscence  of  old  Hitch¬ 
cock  films,  where  the  hero  always  falls  in 
love  with  the  wrong  girl. 

And  that  is  exactly  what  Verhoeven  and 
screenwriter  Joe  Eszterhas  (“Jagged  Edge,” 
* ‘Flashdance”)  is  trying  to  do  —  Populate 
their  movie  with  Hitchcock-like  cliches 
and  mediocre  cop-thriller  ballistics,  be¬ 
neath  four  unusually  lengthy  and  provoca¬ 
tive  sex  scenes. 

Did  the  movie  succeed?  From  a  film 
critic’s  viewpoint,  the  movie  succeeds  in 
two  ways.  First,  it  accomplishes  its  goal  to 
bring  to  screen  the  very  touchy  subject  of 
bisexuality.  And,  if  the  film  aims  to  be 
controversial,  yes  it  succeeds.  If  you  may 
recall,  “Basic  Instinct”  is  the  movie  that 
aroused  the  ire  of  gay  groups.

run. 

Paul  Verhoeven  at  his  finest  (“The  Fourth 
Man,”  “Total  Recall”),  proves  to  be  a 
visual  director  with  an  eye  for  edgy,  or¬ 
ange-colored  shots.  However,  in  “Basic 
Instinct,”  the  director  still  has  his  visual 
touch  but  lost  his  originality.  He  resorts  to 
overused  cop-and-killer  formulas  and 
eroticism  —  which  just  muddled  an  other¬ 
wise  promising  thriller.

EAAC  is  a  staff/faculty  committee  to 
address  the  environmental  concerns  on 
campus.  Since  its  conception,  the  EAAC 
spokeswoman  Bettina  Reynoso  said,*  *  The 
EAAC  has  succeeded  in  the  campus  wide 
recycling  of  paper  and  copier  toner  car¬ 
tridges.  The  paper  collecting  has  reached 
one  ton  per  week,  much  more  then  one  ton 
per  month  the  committee  was  shooting 
for.” 

The  EAAC  has  a  goal  to  recycle  every¬ 
thing  on  campus,  such  as  styrofoam  and 
recyclable  aluminum  cans.  They  are  also 
promoting  the  buying  of  recycled  goods 
and  products  by  the  School  for  use  on 
campus. 

‘  ‘The  only  problem,’  ’  Reynoso  said,  the 
committee  is  not  getting  much  support 
from  the  campus  staff  and  faculty  as  a 
whole.  It  seems  that  they  are  not  ready  to 
get  in  the  recycling  movement.” 

Open  to  the  campus  community,  CEL 
has  meetings  at  2  p.m.  every  Wednesday 
in  G-21 1 ,  and  EAAC  has  meetings  every 
second  Tuesday  at  2  p.m. 


the  droughts  we  experienced  in  1988  and 
again  last  year.  The  effects  of  drought  do 
not  show  until  two  or  three  years  later," 

said  Bachmann.  “Also,  we  like  to  keep 
a  succession  of  trees  growing  to  replace 
ones  that  die.” 

In  keeping  with  the  current  landscaping 
of  the  campus,  the  trees  planted  this  year, 
such  as  the  Red  Oaks,  are  shade- tolerant, 
in  that  they  do  not  need  continual  direct 
sunlight  to  grow.  “We  chose  shade-toler¬ 
ant  trees  so  they  can  be  planted  right 
underneath  the  trees  already  existing,” 
said  Bachmann.  “This  will  keep  things 
consistent  should  some  trees  die.” 

The  trees  to  be  planted  will  come  with 
both  a  tag  of  their  own  and  an  etcher. 


Those  planting  the  trees  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  put  their  name,  special  motto, 
or  dedication  on  the  tag,  which  will  be 
permanently  attached  to  the  tree.  All  trees 
on  campus,  along  with  information  re¬ 
garding  their  tags,  will  also  be  on  file  in  the 
Physical  Plant  Department 

Arbor  Day,  an  annual  tree-planting  day 
in  most  US  states,  was  originated  by  Ne¬ 
braskan  agriculturist  Julius  S.  Morton.  The 
occasion  was  given  credence  as  a  legal 
holiday  in  1885,  officially  celebrating 
Morton’s  birthday,  April  22. 

In  northern  areas.  Arbor  Day  is  held  in 
the  spring  and  in  southern  areas  of  the 
country  it  is  held  in  the  winter.
